No comment is possible on its assignment, as the 2d Arty 
Regt which had been repeatedly confirmed is the house regiment of the 
llth Inf Div in Plaen. Further information is needed to determing the 
occupation of the Na Borech Barracks. The 2d ‘irty Regt had been con~ 
firmed there in November 1950, However, infantry, air force and a 


heavy artillery battalion were reported there in the fall of 1951. 


A 13th Arty Regt has not hitherto been observed. Further information 

is needed to confirm the 12th and the 13th arty Regts.
